TOBACCO REVENUE. 


‘Duty Collected Very 
Satisfactory. 


TRADE DEPRESSION, | 

In commenting in his annual 
report on the revenue ‘obtained on 
imported and manufactured to. 
bacco, the 
ports and Exports says that the 
net duty collected showed an. in- 
crease of $319,986.07° which must 
be accounted very satisfactory in 
4 year notable for general trade 
depression. The reason must be 
ascribed in the main to the altera- 
tion in the methods of collecting 
duty on local manufactires, as 
mentioned below. . This new 


“| method was put into force when 


the local factories ppened after the 
Chinese New Year holidays, thus 
the new system was in force 
for about 10% months only.’ 

Fhe Introduction of the new 
method of taxation caused . some 
apprehension amongst those local 
factories which manufactured: for 
export, and threats were made 
that factories would move to 
Macao, All have now found that 
the new syatem is perfectly fair 
and -workable, and does not affect 
exports adversely: The only’ fac- 
tory which actually transferred its 
export, business to its Macao 
branch has now found that it fs 


{quite feastble to manufacture for 
export here, and has recommenced |: 


manufacture for export on a large 
scale. The introduction of the 
new system after the New’ Year 
holidays conduced greatly to the 
smooth introduction of the innova- 
tlon, as-factories were cleared of 
all manufactured goods before the 
holidays. +, F 

The new system has worked well 
after the officers. concerned had 
'got accustomed to {tt and certain 
‘practical adjustments in the 
methods of assessment of raw leat 
had been made after experiment.

Tobacco Ordinance duty became,

To facilitate 
manifacture for export a system 
of drawbacks was introduced, 
based onthe amount of duty-paid 


tobacco which had been used in, 


each case. ‘ 

The feas for importers and re- 
tail licences were ‘raised on 
January 1, and an unexpectedly 
large number of retailers renewed 
their licences at the enhanced fee 
which were graded according to 
locality.” : ua 

As a sequence to the transfer of 
taxation on to the raw-leaf instead 
of the manufactured product in 
the case of local factories, o flat 
rate was adopted for all imported 
manufactured tobacco, instead of 
the former classified ad valorem 
tariff. “It had in fact proved ‘in- 
creasingly difficult to assess at their 
true‘ value the numerous end often 
ephemeral brands’ of imported 
cigarettes and cigars, and the only 
assessment which found ready ac- 
ceptance was that in the importer's 
favour, The manufacturer abroad’ 
now knows in advance exactly 
what’ the duty will beon any new 
brand which he may wish to in- 
troduce. Formerly:every manufae-

’ OPIUM MONOPOLY, 


Smuggling Decreases 
~ the Revenue. 


|.. "FANTASTIC PRICES, 


The revenue collected during 1929 
from the sale ‘of opium’ in the 
Colony amounted to only $2,706,- 
863.20 which represents a decrease 
as. ‘compared . with 1928 of 
$670,262.75, The opium’ smuggled 
into the Colony comes from varlous 
sources, Prepared opium, . accord- 
tng to ‘the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Imports and 
Exports, came chiefly’ from Wu- 
chow, Macao and Kwong Chow Wan, 
and on one occasion from Shanghai. 

Most of the raw opium smuggled 
was ‘from Yunnan and reached the 
Colony via West River, although 
aome was brought down by train, 
some by women carriers and some 
by the railway staff. Seizures of 
Persfan opium were more frequent. 
A large seizure of Indian . oplum 
was madé inside .the anchor davit 
of the ss, Kutsang on her ‘arrival 
from Calcutta. The real destina- 
tion of the lot was Shanghai where 
fantastic prices are being quoted for 
Tnafan optum, : 

During the year supplies of 
ilteit opium of all kinds continued 
to be both ‘plentiful and cheap and 
sales of Governmént opium de- 
creased as a reault. 

Chinese Spirits, ' 


Vhe revenue on Chinese spirits 
uldo showed a falling off, although 
larger Féizures of it and of spirits 
of wine were made. . In the course 
‘of investigations into various cases 
it wug proved that a large amount 
of .splrit consumed by Chinese never 
paid duty. The amount was greater 
than was realised before, . 

Collections from local . Chinese 
distilleries showed a decrease of 14 
Der cent. Two diatilleriey were 
found in possession ‘of smuggled 
spirita, and five were found to be 
engaged In extensive frauds on the 
‘Revenue by the means of the con- 
ceslment, of about half of their 
production of rice spirit. 

‘Che number of distilleries de- 
QMised during the year from, 66 
‘to. 44, and imported Chinese spirit 
decreased by 9 per cont. Revenue 
officers selzed 2,625 gallons of illicit 
spirit: apart ‘from. the. 721 gallons 
seized by the police. The origin of 
most of this spirit was Macao. 

, One ingenious method of con- 
cealment discovered is' worthy of 
mention.’ Near the shore of Koiv- 
Joon Bay a large deep pit was dug 
and covered over with boards 
fastened together, on the.top of 
which good earth and - turf, were 
placed. Whenever ‘the contents of 
the pit were required’ the whole of 
the cover, turf and all, was ‘lifted 
up and replaced. Care bad ‘been 
taken to water the’ turf. frequently 
so that there was a luxuriant cover- 
ing of grass, over which the search 
party walked without suspecting 
until they received precise Indica- 
tions of the position of the cache. 

. Spirits of Wine. 


There was also. a‘ large Increase 
in the smuggling of spirits of wine, 
2,726 gallons. being | seized, by 
Revenue’. officers and 16 by the 
police. The source’.of all was 
Macao, The use. was continued 
of glasa and stone-ware demijohns 
sunk in. pairs on the bottom of the 
harbour, especially - near Yaumati 
breakwater; but no evidence could 
be ‘obtained. as to who was respon- 
This spirits .of wine ° is 
chiefly used for blending. purposes, 
and. the purchaser of inferior apirit 
does not ‘seem to.. care about the 
flayour provided the cost {s low. A’ 
large proportion of the: .spfrit 
legally. imported from ‘Macao isa 
biend of spirits of wine.

A determined effort to reduce 
illiteracy In Virginin is being’ made 


by the State Department of Educa-}° 


tion, which is hopeful “that the 
standing of the Old Dominion In 
this’ respect will be considerably bet- 
ter when the 1990 census Is‘ tabulat- 
ed than it was in 12920, when the 
State stood fortieth from the top 
and had an illiteracy percentage of 
11,2, : 

Unless other States 
equally long strides forward in the 
pnst decade, Virginia’s hopes for 
higher ranking . will be realised. 
Statistics show that the number of 
illiterates in this State between 10 
and 20 years of age was cut in half 
between 1920 and 1925, the reduc- 
tion being from 28,456 to 14,072. 
Since 1925 every effort has been 


made to lower the’ total still further. | 


It is even possible that ft has been 
eut in. half again, The final result, 
of course, will'not be known until 
the censua Is completed. 

-The Southern States have much 
higher percentages of. illiteracy than 
those of any other section of the 
Union. While some may be inclined 
to attribute this condition. to the 
large Negro population below the 
Potomac, the fact is that the per- 
centage ‘of illiteracy among nativo 
whites ig far higher in the South 
than in the rest of the country. 
This is true of Virginia as well as 
of the other States in the region, 
Virginia’s percentage of tative 
white iMiteracy In 1020 was 6.2 and 
the State ranked. forty-one ‘on _the 
list. 

Appalling Figures, 

It is rather appalling to-consider 
that in 1920 the number of native- 
born white illiterates dn Virginia 
was 70,478, or more than the com- 
bined ‘total of such illiterates in 
Idaho, Utah, “Montana, Vermont, 
Wyoming, South Dakota, Nevada, 
North’ Dakota and Oregon. It 
should be emphasised, however, that. 
Southern States had 
even higher * pereentaes than Vir- 
ginia. t 
Volunteer organisations are being 
formed under the direction of. 
State Superintendent ‘of Public 
Instruction Harris’ Hart in various 
parts of the Commonwealth to aid 
in the work of increasing literacy. 
These are composed of school teach- 
ers, members of local school leagues, 
parent-teacher clubs and other civic 
bodies. Clnases for the instruction 
of persons unable to read and write 
are being organised. : 

- These classes are being arranged 
for the benefit of those who are 
wholly illiterate, ‘those who are 
semi-illiterate and those who can 
listen with profit to talks.‘on cur- 
rent events and kindred topics. The 
State Department of Education‘ has 
prepared a brief list of publications 
deemed useful to those who are will- 
ing to give their services in this 
campaign. The work hasbeen go- 
ing on for several months, ‘and, 
whereas it has hardly had time to 
bring about’ any starting reduction 
in illiteracy, excellent. results are 
expected ‘for ‘the current’ year. 

The ‘University of : Virginia Ex- 
tension Division has co-operated by 
proparing package libraries for the 
use ‘of ‘teachers in | inatricting 
iliterates, and Mrs:

| handedness” of Yen Hsi-shan in 
seizing the Tientsin Customs and 
appointing Mr. Lenox Simpson to 
be the Commisaloner, is voiced in 
a manifesto issued by the entire 
Chinese staff of the Shanghai Cus- 
toms, which points out that by ap- 
pointing one who has neither the 
qualification. nor experience, a 
very bad precedent is baing set. 
“Since the establishment of the 


Republic, in spite of internal war- |' 


fare,’ the’ Customs has succeed- 
ed in keeping out of the way of the 
whirlpool and has increased - its 
revenues year by year; and it is 
a fact that it has not been affected 
by politicial and party strife, due 
to the integrity of the system,” 

The manifesto adds that with 
such a“precendent ag the present 
seizure, it is feared that hereafter 
the Customs will no longer be able 
to safeguard its integrity and the 
disintegrate, trade 
will auffer, while fhe country’s na- 
tional credit will be shaken to its 
very foundations,—Reuter. 

' Mr. Soong’s Statement. 
Nanking, Yesterday, 

Mr. T. V.. Soong has issued the 
following statement on the Tion- 
tain Customs crisis, : 

“If a two-gun foreign adventur- 
er, supported by ruffians, can 
foreibly occupy the Customs and 
publicly threaten to shoot any 
Chinese member of the staff who 
obeys the orders of his Jawful 
superiors, it -is obviously impog- 
sible for the Customs ‘there to 
function any longer.” ' 

Referring - to Mr., Lenox 
Simpson's statement, that he re- 
gards the paymeit of Chinese 
loans not one with less obligatory 
than foreign loans, the Finance 
Minister says:—“The: act of 
creaking up the Customs service 
in itself belies all professions of in- 
terest in the bondholders.” He 
goes on:

"MORE (BUILDINGS. 


The report ot the Director ‘of 
Public Works for. last year has 
just been lasued, 
works carried out by fourteen 
sub-departmonts, of which 
European staff comprises 156 offi- 
cers, The report extends to 145 
pages. 

In a statement of expenditure 
the cost of: the work done in 
3929 is put down as $7,647,698.85 
ay against $6,621,821.80 for 1928. 

Revenue — from land sales 
amounted to $1,940,300,35. 

A considorable increase “is re- 
corded in works under the Build- 
ings Ordinance. 

" Plans approved for new “houses 

on the Praya East Reclamation 

approximately account for the 
inerensed number of Chinese 
houses in course of erection at 
the end .of 1929. The small de- 
erease recorded inthe number of 
“non-domestic” buildings complet- 
e] during 1929 is accounted for 
by the fact. that certain buildings 
commenced during 199% were still 
in progress at the end of, 1929. 
A comparison of these figures, 
with actual work in hand at the 
end of the year! indicates 2 prob- 
able further decrease in the num- 
ber of buildings of the “non- 
domestic” type which should, be 

completed during 1930.

' With an iron club in hand, the 
golfer can keep his left arm atraight 
and aim dead ‘for the pin.

makes this absolute accuracy not so 
easy to obtain. The best-hit of 
shots may travel off the line as the 
ball loses momentum towards the

There is not an enormous differ- 
ence—juat the difference, perhaps, 
of finding it in such a way with an 
jron as to make a single putt. pos- 
sible without undue good fortune, 


and to make the taking of more than 
two putts extremely ‘unlikely, 

The fron ia a strong club, 
should be used as that, : 

Let It do the work. The swing 
may be slower than that used with 
wooden diibs, and the grip firmer. 
It is more essential to get “through” 
the ball with an fron than with any 
other club—essontial as that is ‘with 
other clubs. ©, 

Accurate Iron Play. 

A “grooved” swing should be 
cultivated. 

The secret of accuracy in iron 
club ‘play Is .the straight left arm. 
There are some golfers who scem to 
have a natural knack of hitting fron 
shots. It will be found ‘that these 
are players whe terd naturally to 
keep the left arm straight—atiff, 
perhaps. With a wooden club_the 
left arm-may be straight enough, 
but there must always be a fluent 
use of the wrists, With’an iron 
club, the feft arm may be even 
straighter, and the -wrist can 
rightly be firmor, |

THE BILLY ‘BOYS WORKSHOP. 
Making A Small Step Ladder. 

This week I want to tell you 
how to make some useful house- 
hold steps. You will see by the 
first diagram that there are three 
‘treads and the top piece, forming, 
four steps in all. 

The first parts to make are the 
two gide: pieces, each of which is 
cut from a 2 ft. & in, length of 
wood, 8 ins: wide by % in. thick, 
Mark out on the side of one piece 
the slanting lines which give the 
positions of the treads, These 


lines, and those. at the top and 


bottom ends, slope at an angle of. 
80 degrees, so you can mark 
them with the aid of a set-square 
of the required angle. The mea- 
curements are given in diagram 
A, = 

Now, with your tenon saw, cut 
through the wood on the three 
pairs of sloping lines to a depth of 
¥, in. and with a chisel remove 
the wood between the saw-cuts to 
form slots 14 in. deep,‘ Saw off 
the top and bottom ends of the 
side piece, and then mark out and 
finish the other piece in the same 
way, making the slanting slots on 
the side which faces the first, of 
course.

United Kingdom comprise, _firatly,- 
the share which the United Kingdom 
is entitled to receive out of the Ger- 
man annuities prescribed in» the 
experts’ report, The plan did not 
fix the exact amount of the United 


‘Kingdom share and only fixed the. 


‘Annunities payable to the British 
Empire “as a whole.

VATICAN’S TIRADE 


DESIRE FOR CORDIAL

“Vatican City, Rome, Yeaterday. 


" Venting the full flood of ita hatred 
upon the British Premier of Malta, 
a White Book has just been issued 
at the Vatican by order of the Pope, 
in connection with the dispute be- 
tween Great Britain and the Church 
on the religious and political ques- 
tio, . 

With the Italian’ love for 
metaphors, the White Book at-
